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The High Pressure 
Fire-Fightng System 
Proposition No. 5 


The proposed high pressure 
fighting system will include the in- 
stallation of a-network of water 
mains in the principal business, 
high value, district of the City 
Oakland. The outside boundaries 
of the district are the estuary, 
rison street, Jefferson street, and 
23rd street. This network will be a 
separate water system supplied by 
;two independent pumping stations, 
one at Lake Merritt, and the other 
;at the foot of Jefferson street, 

In case of fire in Oakland’s busi 
‘ness district this new high pressure 
| System will provide water at ap- 
| proximately 200 pounds pressure per 
, Square inch and enable firemen to 
control conflagrations which could 
not be handled with the present low 
pressure water supply or the present 
so-called high pressure system which 
is inadequate, unsatisfactory, in- 
| complete, and covers a minor part 
of the high value district. It was 
installed in 1909 and would be ren- 
dered useless if an earthquake should 
sever its distributing system from 
its sole pumping plant. 

The completion of the high pres- 
sure system as proposed under 
Proposition No. 5 will give the City 
ot Oakland a modern circulating 
system at a cost of $245,000, al- 
though the total cost will be $350,- 
000. The difference of $105,000 will 
be donated by the Federal Govern- 
ment under its Public Works Pro- 
gram. 

Practically all of the $350,000 will 
be expended for materials and labor. 
It is estimated that more than sixty 
per cent of the total will be ex- 
pended for wages and this feature 
will give employment to many people 
who are now on local charity rolls. 

This project is endorsed by Fire

The December number of the Cal- 
ifornia Labor Market Bulletin issued 
today by Frank C. MacDonald shows 
that the number employed in the 
manufacturing industries in Califor- 
nia during November, 1933 was 23.4 


per cent above November, 1932, but 
10.8 per cent below October, 1933 
The largest decrease in ameloss 


ment between October, 1933 and No- 
vember, 1933, occurred in the aig 
lowing: Furniture and fixtures 15. 
per cent; food, beverages and ne 
bacco 21.6 per cent; motion picture 
industry 13.3 per cent. 

Wholesale trade with a 4 per cent 
increase in employment, public util- 
jties with 7 per cent increase, and 
the miscellaneous industries group 
with a 62 per cent increase were 
the only exception to the general 
decline in employment between Oc- 
tober, 19833 and November, 1933 

Compared with November, 1932 the 
total amount of weekly payroll in 
California industries increased by 
21.4 per cent, while the average 
weekly earnings decreased by 1.6 per 
cent for the same period. 

Between October, 1933 and Novem- 
ber 1933, the total weekly payrolls 
in manufacturing industries in Cali- 
fornia decreased by 5.7 per cent, 
while the average weekly earnings 
for the same period increased by 5.1 
per cent.

ter of fact, if the League were 
really sincere in its alleged purpose, 
its attention would be concentrated 
upon costs of materials and financ- 
ing charges.

Labor’s Rights Under the NRA 

“The building trades of the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor are fully 
conscious “of the sinister objectives 
of the Construction League. 

“They are not deceived by its 
outward protestations and do not 
propose to have their membership 
become the victims of its concealed 
policies. 


“They know labor’s rights under | 


the National Industrial Recovery 
Act and what, in the present in- 
stance, should be the procedure 


under Title I of that act. 

“The Recovery Act, Sections 7 (b) 
and 7 (c), states that the President 
or his Administrator should exhause 
every possibility for mutual agree- 
ment between employers and em- 
ployes before acting upon his own 
initiative, or, in other words, ex- 
haust every provision for collective 
bargaining before setting up mini- 
mum rates of pay or maximum hours 
of labor in a proposed code. 

“So long as facilities for collec- 
tive bargaining exists, the law does 
not contemplate that the Adminis- 
trator should restrict labor 
iéms of a code to minimum rates ol 
pay and maximum hours of work for 
unskilled labor.

Sixteen States Approve Ratification 


At the regular session of the 
Towa legislature several months ago 
the House indefinitely postponed ac- 
tion on the measure which had pre- 
viously been approved by the 
ate. Since that time members of 
the legislature had received definite 
disapproval of their action by the 
concerted action of the Iowa State 
Federation of Labor and other pro- 
gressive organizations, with the re- 
sult that the House adopted the 
amendment by a vote of 61 to 42, 

The child labor amendment does 
not legislate on the employment of 
children. It merely confers upon 
the Congress of the United States 
the power “to limit, regulate and pro- 
hibit the labor of persons under 18 
years of age.” 

Including Iowa, the sixteen States 
which have approved the amend- 
ment are: Arizona, Arkansas, Cal- 
ifornia, Colorado, Illinois, Iowa, 
Michigan, Montana, New Hampshire, 
New Jersey, North Dakota, Ohio, 
Oklahoma, Oregon, Washington, Wis- 
consin.
